IN HOUSE BILL 



Complete New State Road De- 
partment Is Prov^ed Foi^ 
The Legislatare 



Fran kfort, Feb. IS^The Hud- 
son minimum 'wage bill rcccivc-d a 
favorable report and while being- 
read into the calendar, was killed 
in the House this morning on a 
motion of Representative P.rysoi..

Frankfoit, Ky., February 18.— BilLs 
proviiUng for raiding millions of dol- 
lars in revenue and for spending this 
levtnue v/cre passed by the Hoii§e 
late Tuesday. 

The measure of Representative J. 
Wood Vance, iniiiosinpc a tax of 50 
cents a gallon on whisky, passed the 
House, 78 to 4. Members votin^r 
afjrainst it were ncjirc-cntative H. C. 
Duffy, JdStnson Kimbrough, and J. M. 
Knott. It is < estimated that the bill 
will bririff into tho .sUitr- tiea.sury be- 
tween $1T,0IX),000 and $20,000,000. 
Seventy-five per cent of this money 
will go into the jca l ''.iml .-nd 25 per 
cent into the general land to pay the 
state debt. 

'['hi' nwu lUf wliifh wa.- passed by 
tbe House 57 t'j u and which is intcnd- 
• ed to cause such a large expenditure 
of money, is t!;.? .iruod roads bill, pro- 
viding for, construction of a system of 
highways of appi-oximatcly 3,000 
miles. 

Under the bill a sl.'itc highway com- 
mi.ssion is to ho fonntd of four mem- 
bers, to be api)ointeil by the Govccaor, 
two of whom shall scivc for two yeai's 
and two for foar years. " '^embers- art 
to be appointed from four districl.s 
and must be selected from the tv." 
dominant parties. 

Tho chief ofiiccr of the department 
i.: l" be a .slat" highway engineer, 
who will be appointed by the y^om- 
nu^>.sion. The present <3ommis^ioncr 
of Public Roads is to h6ld office unti! 
July ]. The '^Ute Highway En- 
gineer will receive an annual sal&ry 
of $.5,000. 

The bill establishes a primary sys- 
*tem «f state' -highways whicii will 
f;ivc to oar-h man IhorciMrihfare and 
whicii sets out 54 j-.rojec-Ls for a pvo- 
pOoM road, cxteiftling from the Mis- 
siosippi River on thv nm th and to the 
Tennessee line on the south. 

Tlie second bill to be pas.sed by both 
branrli'^s of th'- l,rtji.>latuie was 
aiioptctl by the Senate to-day. It wa;-- 
thr bill, of- Representative Huntsman 
prdhiblting the use f^f advcilising 
signs similar to railroad wai-ning 
sign.s at railroad cro.ssing.s. 

In the House a iwc nue-i'.nxlu'.ing 
bill was introcluccd by Representative 
Huntsman. It imposes the follov/ing 
liconsos l:ix. Hotels, 50 cents for each 
loom, minimum tax not less than $10, 
trading stamp conrpHnieS, $350; cigar- 
fl'i' s, V. lu.l". <i!c dealers or Jobbers, $50 
billiard and pool tables, $30 for first 
table and $5 for each additional; soft 
drinks, $50; leoiriargarino, SlO; raH- 
road eating houses, $15; dealers in 
patent and proprietary medicine, $2-5:

REAOING TESTS 
AT EOiS ISLAND 



(By Associated Press) 

New York, Feb. 17— Uncle Sam will 
soon be eondnctiiis great classes in 

reading the Psalms almost at the 
foot of th9 Btatue of Liberty. The 
pre-war practice of examining: all 
stcera.ge immigrants at Ellis Island, 
instead of on sliopboard, has been 
restored. 

More than 1,000 men and women will 

road from the Psalsm at the Island, 
(laity, and Miss Liberty, who stands a 
stone's throw from the island slip, 
could hear if she were incarnate. 

Reading from the Psalms is the 
literacy test for admission to this 
country, which went effect in May, 
1917, and is now receiving its first 
real trial because inunigrtation daring 
the war was small. The law provides 
that an immigrants with a few ex- 
ceptiohs most be able to read from 
30 to 40 words in any language he or 
she desires. The department of laboi' 
deyfsed the Psalm test as tiie fairest 
for all. 

Immigration inspectoi's ai'e equipp- 
ed' with cards in ail languages with 
verses from the Psalms printed on 
them. All types of script are repre- 
sented, German, Arabic, Hebrew, 
Japanese, Russian and so on, except 
Chinese, for that nationality is not 
permitted to immigra^ Lest an 
alien loam parrot-like the verse of the 
Psalm that a friend in his country 
had to read, the inspectors have at 
last 40 different verses in each 
language, one vcisc to a card. 

Primary examination at the island 
will requiro many more employes. 
Immigration authoritie.s have esti- 
mated that it will take $1,000,000 
more annually to increase the foixe to 
a proper size as well as to raise 
salaries of pi-esent employes so that 
skilled workers w ill not leave the ser- 
vice for private employment.

This step is in accordance with 
the constitution of the Legion, 
which provides : 

"The American Legion is a 
civilian organization ; member- 
ship therein does not affect nor 
increase likbility for military pub- 
lic service. Rank does not exist 
in the Legion. No member shall 
be addressed by his military or 
naval title in any convention or 
meeting of the Legion-"

(Hv A.ssociat.ed Press) 

Philadelphia, _ Feb. 17— Phila- 
delphia's wage scale increased 
120 per cent in 1918 over 1917, 
while the value of production in 
all classes of industry increased 30 
]>er cent, according to M. Hoke 
Gottschall, of the State Depart- 
ment of Internal Affairs. The 
value of Philadelphia's products 
for 1918 is placed at $1,913,852.- 
400 as compared to $1,559,148,200 
in 1917. 



■ Washington, D. C. Feb. 17— It be- 
gins to look as thotlgh the five mil- 
lion men who served -with the colors 
ilurilig the war and the Republican 

leaders have declared their stand of 
fior a finish fight on the bonus or. 
compensation question. The majority 
^adcrs have dc dared their stand of 
no compensation for this Congress and 
i|othing but a party caucus can ovei-- 
tfim them before they come to the 
r^at ^vith the soldiers. Indication.j 
that former sei-vice men over the 
country have put the present Con- 
Igress down as faithless and iheffici- 
t and that they intend going after 
scalp" of those responsible for 
the party policy are coming in from 
various sections of the country. 

The complaint of the former service 
men is that after a year of waiting 
and trusting in the pledges of the 
present Conp^icss they v.cw under- 
stand that the present body of law 
makers are unwilling to make a com- 
pensation adjustment in any form at 
this time. At si special conference of 
the Republican leaders held within the 
last few days it was decided that tl-.c 
men would be told tliey must wait be- 
fore relief or adjustment will be given 
them. 

In the meantime, the American Le- 
gion repre.-?onting some million and a 
half organized former aesrvice men, 
through its executive committee, ha^ 
called on Congress to keep the faith 
it pledged the men during last sum- 
mer and fall and has. stated its be- 
lief that a fifty dollar bond shjuld be 
a:iven every man who sensed honor- 
ably during the war for every month 
of service as a compensation to meet 
the extreme living cost created large- 
ly by the unusual high compen.sa- 
tions paid ci-vilians during 
the war. In its resolution the exe 
cutive committee called especial at- 
tention to the fact that the Ameri- 
can Legion in its November conven- 
tion in Minneapolis "left with c*onfi- 
dence the discharge of this obligation 
to Congress," and in its next article 
declares that "no definite f-.rtion lock- 
ing to such compensation has yet been 
taken by Congress." 

Legion officers, in respect to their 
resolution, point to the fact tha# the 
Congrcsional leaders gave them to 
understand last summer there wouhl 
be no soldier compensation legisla- 
ition tmtil after the American Legion 
convention, so that Congress might 
have the advantage of knowing what 
the majority of the oiganized :,crvic«' 
aien wanted. They fuither allude to 
the as.surances given them by cert;:in 
Republican leaders at the time of the 
convention that they couid with con- 
fidence leave such a matter to Con- 
gress without specifying any lixeti 
adjustment. Now apparently they arc 
convinced that Congress has broken 
fa-'Lh with them an^l some of th<: moii 
a.i'e convinced that ccitnin wily mem- 
bers of Congress have purposely 
schemed them into a comer where 
they cur. afToid to neglect them. 

The demanil among the yet unor- 
ganized men who served in the rank:; 
is said to be even moic imisteni th-'P 
that of the members of the several 
soldier organization;;. Pro'jf of tli': 
prc.jsur'j behind such legislation i;; 
seen in the fact that about 80 bills 
have been introduced in the House- 
looking toward compensation in some 
form. . It is evident that the Republi- 
can leaders will have a fight on their 
hands even among members of thier 
own party who have introduced some 
of these bills in response to the in- 
fluence of home sentiment.

Hai-vest wages per day 
with board reached the tpo hgure of 
)^.48 in the North Central States west 
of the Mississippi River. The lowest 
farm wages are in the South At- 
lantic States, with :the South Central 
States next lowest. Monthly wapos 
with board were highest in the West- 
ern States, including the Mountain 
and Pacific States where the avcraur 
was $62.96 while without board it 
was $87.12.
